The quickest way to assure yourself of blooms in a hurry is to buy mature, blooming 
size plants in sheathe The most economical way is to buy back bulb cuttings and start 
them yourself, About two years from unrooted back bulb to first bloom is average. And 
some just won't ever make the gradee 


No wonder that many prefer the middle course = well rooted, thoroughly established BACK 
DIVISIONS. They offer three distinct advantages: 1. Each has been growing in its pot 
a year and should bloom within a year. 2. All are parts of mature hybrids that sell 
for two, three or four times the prices 3.
